Several Additions to Yesterday's List 
of the Seriously Injured Their 
Condition. 


A Visit to the Hospital—Ourious Facts 
in Connection with the 
Fire. 


As far as can be judged now.allof the guter 
ers by Christmas night's fire in the County 
Hospital amphitheatre will probably recover. 


‘There are several among them, though, whose 


condition is sufficiently serious. This is true 
of Mrs. A. A. Carpenter of No. 83 Cass street, 
whose recovery will be a matter of weeks and 
months at best, and of Mr. A. C. Bartlett and 
family of No. 2222 Calumet avenue. Com mis- 
sioner Van Pelt has been hurt much less di- 
rectly than indirectly by the fire. His wounds 
are but slight scratches and blisters which will 
heal speedily and are now barely painful, but 
the man’s general health has not been good tor 
a long time, and the nervous sbock 
upon his ¢énfepbied system bas been 
such that he fainted repeatedly yester- 
day. At his own desire Warden Mc 
Garigie couveyed Mr. Van Pelt from apart- 
ments in the hospital to dis home on West 
Madison street yesterday about 11 o'clock and 
Commissioner Hannigan went along. While at 
the bead of the stairs Van Pelt swooned dead 
away in Hannigan’s arms, and during the brief 
ride in the carriage the had two additional 
fainting spells. In spite of all tnis be thinks 
he will be in a condition to appear at the board 
meeting Monday. The injuries to Commission 
er Oliver and two members of his family were 
not serious. Reports received from ail the 
wards of the hospital are to the effect that all 
of those injured in the amphitheatre were 
doing very nicely. 
Aithough in Tun Tripune’s list of injured 
yesterday some names had crept in erroneous- 
ly, as those of James Linden and Mrs. J. W. 
Martin and child, it appears that quite a num- 
ber of burt persons were not reported at the 
time by the hospital authorities, especially of 
patents.

It is evident iat 
they furnish no adequate guide as to Congres- 
sional sentiment upon this subject. 80 far as 
can be traced, with so many Congressmen ab- 
sent for the holiday recess, the list is more 
often wrong than right wherever it strikes a 
man who has not hitherto clearly put himself 
on record on the question. Mr. Hateh of 
Missouri, for instance, is. enumerated as 
being in favor of the suspension of the 


coinage of the silver dollar. Ho is notonly a 


strong supporter of the Biand bili but advo- 
cates free silver coinage. On the other hand, 
Mr. May bury of Michigan is stated to be op 
posed to suspension of silver coinage, when he 
strongly favors it. The entire Florida and 
Louisiana delegations are set down against 
suspension, when there ig probably not one 
man among them who bas been called upon 
to favor any clearly-detined policy on a ques- 
tion which so little concerns him, or who would 
not feel that his constituents would justify 
him. in casting bis vote on either side 
of the silver question if thereby he could se 
cure 4 vote for the maintenance of the import 
duties on sugar. In point of fact, there is so 

much divergence of opinion on the silver 
question in the present Congress that the only 
safe prediction to make 1s that nothing is likely 
to be accomplished. 

An evening paper says that it is impossible 
to judge of the strength or weakness of either 
side of the silver-coinage question in the 
House. Many of the members, it sars. are in 
doubt, and the opinion is pretty generally ex- 
pressed that neither side has a majority as it 
now stands, but that the balance of power is 
held by those who have not yet made up their 
minds. The fight will be to win these. doubt- 
ful votes, and some compromise measure is 


lukely to come in for a pretty strong support.

PURCHASE OF TWO WHOLE COUNTIES IN 
NORTH CAROLINA—A SEINE A MILE LONG 
OPERATED BY STEAM, AND CATCHING A 
BOAT-LOAD OF FISH AT A HAUL 
Burra.o, N. T., Dec. 25.—W. W. White, a 

veteran oll-producer, has just returned home 

from North Carolina, where, in connection 

with five other gentiemen, he purchased an im- 

mense tract of land, the equivaicnt ot two big 

counties. As Mr. White expresses it, be was 


tired of drilling dry oil-welis and gas-wells, and 
wanted to get bold of property he could use. 
A eyndicate consisting of W. W. White, J. 
O'Brian, F. 8. Buell, C. M. Martin of Buffalo, 
and A. Short of Northeast, Pa., have secured 
possession of 225,000 acres, comprising all of 
Dare County and nearly ali of Tyrrell County, 
North Carolinm The land was bought of a 
syndicate in Norfolk, and the original grant 
was given by George III. of Ebgiand. The 
property is thickiy covered with pine, juniper, 
cypress, and other valuable timber. The soil 
is a vegetable formation, a black loam, that has 
been in process of formation for ages. This is 
three to five feet deep and underiaid by marl 
of decaying oyster and other sea-shells of 
about equal depth, forming an inexhaustible 
supply of raw material for valuable fertilizers. 
Almost every foot of the land ia avaliable tor 
cultivation, being high and dry. A portion of 
the property is already under cultivation, 
there being a number of excolient farms. All 
kinds of gartien vegetables, besides sweet po- 
tatoes, cotton, and rice, can be raised. As an 
example of the prolific nature of the country 
Mr. White states that one man raised 800 bar- 
reis of sweet potatoes, which in the sprmg 
will be worth $2.50 per barrel delivered at the 
wharf. 

The purchase fronts on Albemarle and Pim- 
lico Sounds and bas forty miles of water front- 
age, which is accessible to thé lurxost steamers. 
A fishing rigbt bas been leased to a pa who 
conducts operations on an extensive 9. A 
seine a mile long is operated by a steam-engine 
on shore, andi every, haul scoops in ,.enough 
fish—chiefly shad—to make a bodt-load, the 
catch being shipped to Northern cities. There 
are three or four little fresh-water lakes, well 
stocked with pickerel and other fish. Much of 


the land being a virgin wi'derness, bears, deer, 


ducks, geese, swan, wild turkey, etc., are found 
in great abundance, Between 3,000 and 4,000 
head of wild cattle roam through the woods. A 
unique product is the Scuppernong grape, 
which grows wild and from which a fine quali- 
ty of wine is made. The climate is described 
as a counterpart of Italy.

TIMBER CLAIMS. 
A series of new regulations with regard to the 


cutting of timber on public lands by Land- 


Commissioner Sparks, nominally approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior 
night been made pubiic. The 
homestead or preémption claimants who have 
made dona-fide settlements upon public land, 


and who are living upon, cultivating, and im- 


proving the same in accordance with the law, 
with intention of acquiring title thereto, are 
pormitted to cut and remove from the portion 
thereof to be cleared for cultivation so much 
timber as is actually necessary for that 
purpoee, or for buildings, fences, or other im- 
provements on the land entered, In clearing 
for cultivation, should there be asurpius of 
timber over what is needed for the purposes 
above specified, the entryman may sell or dis- 
pose of such surplus; but it is not allowable to 
denude the land of its timber for the purpose 
of sale or speculation before the title nas been 
convered to bim by patent. Where it is ascer- 
tained that timber is being cut upou a home- 


stead or preémption claim for the purpose 


of sale or disposal the special agent 
must report. The abandonment of à settlement 
claim after the timber has been removed is 
presumptive evidence that the claim was made 
tor the primary purpose of obtaining the tim- 
ber. Squatters upon public lands have no 
right to cut timber therefrom for any purpose. 
Where timber is obtained by mili-owners, lum- 
bermen, or others from a nutuber of individual 
bomesteader pret wm ption claims, a report should 
be made combining the several trespassers so 
far as practicable into one casé against the in- 
stigators or beneficiaries of the whole trespass, 
using the claimants to the land and the cutters 


and employés as witnesses.

THE FIGHT FOR HIGH LICENSE. 


IT WILL OPEN HOT AND HEAVY THIS WEEK 
IN NEW YORK WITH THE ASSEMBLING OF 
THE LEGISLATURE—PECULIAR PHASES IN 
THE STRUGGLE. 

New Tonk. Dec. 26.—!Special.}—Witn the 
opening of the New York Legislature next 
week what will probably be the hardest of 
fights for and against rum will begin. It will 
be characterized by struggles between fac- 
tions on each general side, and the professional 
statesmen are distracted by the intricacies and 
difficulties of the situation. The issue can 
hardly be put aside, because the Prohibition 
vote defeated Ira Davenport, the Republican 
candidate for Governor in the last election, and 
the Prohibitionists, thus encouraged, are or- 
ganizing for further destructiveness. They 
have established a Prohibition  iect- 
ure bureau as a means of furthering 
their cause, and the scheme is new and curt 
ous. Totalabstinenos~orators are to be pro- 
vided in abundance, and these will not be 
mounted on the political stump, nor reserved 
until a political campaign, but placed on the 
lyceum platforms, in pulpits, and anywhere 
else where intelligent audiences can be reached. 
To this end circulars bave been eent to all the 
churches. young men’s associations, fire com- 
panies, Grand Army posts, and other organiza- 
tions likely to requite lecturers. A list of 
speakers is given, and some of the names are 
very attractive, while the prices are much 
lower than those named by the regular lecture 
bureaus, and often merely nominal; but tne 
theme is always temperance in some phase or 
other, though in many instances the titie bardly 
indicates it. The calculation is that, by this 
system, effective advocates of prohibition will 
be heard in every city and village throughout 
the State, and that their doctrines will get a 
lodgment that will stand against subsequent 

removal. 

In the meantime the temperance movement 
—the use-but-not-abuse principle—is gaining a 
powerful backing. The Rev. Dr. John Hall. 
pastor of the wealthiest congregation in Amer- 
ica, has made a speech declaring that wine is a 
good thing to drink in moderation, that it is 
cowardice to admit that you cannot be vemper- 
ate without abstinence, and that it is by no 
means the duty of anybody to refrain from 
reasonabie drinking because somebody else is 
asot. That is the view set forth by the Epis- 
copal Church Temperance Society, by the Rev. 
Dr. Crosby’s Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, ana by Beecher's Plymouth Church 
Temperance Union. These influences are 
back of the really - powerful move 
ment for a  high-license liquor law, 
the bill for which is drafted to make the 
fee $1,000 for distilled beverages and only $100 
for wines and beer. The Prohibitioniats deem 
such a measure pernicious and wicked, and will 
oppose it with all their might and main. Thus 
the great army arrayed against intemperance 
is divided against itself, and the feeling of the 
factions is exceedingly bitter towards each 
other. Every Sunday sermons are preached in 
this city on the subject from one or the other 
standpoint, and the Genunciations are as vio- 
lent against the opposition reform as against 
the evil that both seek to abate. Committees 
from both sides will go to Albany and stay 
there until the Legislature 1s brought to a vote 
on the question. ' 

The beverages trade is split as widely as its 
enemies. The keepers of prospeous bars, espe- 
cialiy those in the botels, desire higu license, 
and would like to apply itto beer saloons as 
well, because they wish to drive out a good 
proportion of the 10,000 drinking-places in 
town. The distillery interest is dismayed by 
that proposition, which would give beer a 
tremendous advantage, and the distillers bave 
therefore engaged a lobbyist for Albany, 
armed, it is said, with a fund to beat a discrim- 
inating law. Their organization is no richer 
or active, however, than that of the brewers, 
who are determined to help along the measure 
of high license for whisky and comparatively 
low license for beer. Frederick McK. Loesser 
will be the Albany manager for the whisky- 
men and Henry Katzenmeyer for the brewers; 
and it is understood that each will have com- 
mand of as much money as will be requisit. It 
will thus be seen that, strangely enough, a big 
boodie will be there in the practical interest of 
the Prohibitionists to defeat a discriminatory 
high license, and another for the aid of she 
Church Temperance party, to further the same 
measure. What degree of affiliation there will 
be is conjectural; but in all its aspects the 
position of the State politician, from the small- 
est grabbing Assemblyman to the most am- 
bitious seeker of the. Presidency, is fraught 
with the keenest interest.

A CLEVER ACTOR... 

As he appeared steady and faithful and anx- 
ious to please, we fitted bim out with. clothes, 
shoes, underwear, etc., and kept him at work.

THE CHARITY OF THE: POOR TO THE POOR. 

C. Dec. 26.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In your edition of Thursday last 1 read with 
pleasure the communication of E. P. Clarkson 
about the Christmas charity work of the Doug- 
las School. May Isay what I know of the 
Huron Street School, situated in one of the 
very poorest districte? Charity work goes on 
evenly through all of the year and is done by the 
teachers without outside assistance. A coliec- 
tion of money is made after the first pay-duy 
in the fall. This is expended, usually, in 
hoods, mittens, and flannel. latter is 
made into proper garments entirely by the 
teachers. They also bring from their own pri- 
vate home store all odds and ends of flannel, 
cotton cloth, and partly-worn clothing, which 
they make over into garments for gir's. and 
boys. If any friends add the likesortof things 
they are gratefully received. . 

Once this fali the more prosperous children 
in the bhigber rooms were asked to bring any- 
thing they could in the way of partly worn or 
outgrown garments for the poorer ones. So 
poor is this district that with ali their youthful, 
enthusiastic generosity, not more than two 
dozen articles came in response to the appeal. 
The teachers repair thoroughly every garment 
given away. They also require the parents of 
the children to whom they are given to keep 
them ic repair and use their influence to in- 
duce them to keep the children’s other ciotbing 
repaired. is required to the 
furthest limit in accordance with 
the circumstances of time and number of 
changes of clothing in

than this teaching and toriftiness 


among the poor. ' 

The teachers personaliy visit the homes of 
all the children who seem distressingly poor: 
and they go more thafi once and not at regular 
intervals. Cases of fraud or intemperance are 
thus soon found out, and a warning given that 
no aid will be given the adults. And if cloth- 
ing is given to the children to enable them to 
come to.school without freezing it is so ciosely 
watched that no garment bas ever gone to the 
pawn-shop. Work is obtained for industrious 
and discouraged men and women whenever it 
is possible. Two such cases have

THE NEW PLENARY DECREES. 

The full text of the decrees of the Balti- 
more Roman Catholic Plenary Council re- 
cently sanctioned. by the Pope has now ap- 
peared. It is needless to say that it will 
make a stir in church circles. ‘The changes 
are so radical that they are well-nigh revolu- 
tionary. The protest against them, if any 
should be made, will be likely to come from 
the clergy, for the new reforms pertain to their 
authority and materially restrict it, while the 
laymen gain a point in having at least a 
portion of the financial trust reposed in their 
hands or subject to their scrutiny. The 
principal changes are three in number—viz. : 
Property relations, the substitution of the 
title rector for the time-honored ‘* priest,” 
and the appointment of trustees from the 
body of the laity. As we understand them, 
the decrees apply only to the church in this 
country. 

In the management of the church prdperty 
the decrees are very explicit. Every Bishop 
is hereafter required to make an inventory 
of his property as a Bishop, trustee, and in- 
dividual; to make two wills devising his 
church property to his successor, and to clear 
up the titles of the property and see that they 
are recorded. Another decree under this 
head forbids Bishops, priests, or the heads 
of conventual and monastic establishments 
from receiving the savings of individuals as 
trustees and from private banking on funds 
received from individuals or corporations of 
any description. The disastrous fate which 
overtook Archbishop Purcell of Cincinnati and 
a similar collapse at Lawrence, Mass., were 
undoubtedly the canses which led to the es- 
tablishment of this absolute rule. No excep- 
tion is made. It is binding not alone upon 
every Bishop, but upon every priest and 
ecclesiastical person in the United States. It 
is rare that any misfortune of this kind has 
overtaken these ecclesiastical bankers, and in 
both the Ohio and Massachusetts cases the 
cause of the collapse was not dishonesty, but 
bad judgment in the investment of the 
money. The wretchedness and distress en- 
tallied upon the depositors, who were of the 
poorer class, were none the less pitiable on 
this aceount, and the chureh has done well in 
nullifying the right of Bishops or clergy to 
engage in tne worldly business of banking. 

The second change is one which will oc- 
easion very general surprise, as it abolishes 
one of the oldest forms of the church. The 
parish priests will hereafter be designated 
as ‘‘rectors,” the familiar title in the 
English church of incumbents who pos- 
sess the entire tithes of the parish 
and in this country of the Episcopal clergy in 
general, as distinguished from the ministers 
or pastors in other denominations. Etymo- 
logically the change seems eminently proper, 
for in the strict sense the priest is not alone 
the one who is set apart to celebrate certain 
religious ceremonies, but the one particularly 
designated to perform sacrifice. With the 
passing away of the actual sacrifice the office 
of priest passed also in its real sense, though 
the church has retained it by assuming that 
the sacrifice of the cross is maintained and 
perpetuated in its offices by the representa- 
tives of Christ, the only priest. In the sac- 
rificial sense the priest has been known in 
all religions from the earliest times, pagan as 
well as Christian. In future, however, the 
parish priest will give place to the parish 
rector. It may make some confusion for a 
time, owing to the similar title in use in 
the Episcopal Church, but we presume the 
cecrees enjoin its use in the general 
sense of the word—namely: ruler, director, 
or manager, and from this standpoint it cer- 
tainly seems more appropriate than priest. 
Many changes are also made in the rectors’ 
duties and methods of management. Here- 
tofore the priests have been more or less 
autocrats in the parish, but the rectors will 
find their authority somewhat restricted as 
well as their perquisits. Their salaries are 
to be regulated by diocesan synods, which in 
themselves are a new departure in this coun- 
try. They will not be allowed to make the 
usual Christmas and Easter collections, which 
heretofore have been lucrative sources of 
revenue, except where the parish is too poor 
to pay the salary. Everything given to them 
in a general way must go to the church. 
They cannot build or repair a church, con- 
tract debts, hold money or put it out at in- 
terest, or loan their own money to the church 
without the Bishop’s consent, and any church 
funds they may happen to have lying idle 
must be banked in the Bishop’s name. They 
must make strict account of every dollar 
they receive. Evidently the fathers of the 
church helieve that the rectors canno serve 
both God and Mammon. 

Another radical change is contained in the 
appointment of a committee of trustees in 
each church. The rector proposes their 
names and they enter upon their duties when 
they are approved by the Bishop, and hold 
office at his will. Instead of leaving every- 
thing to the rector, as has been the custom 
hitherto, he must make an annual accounting 
to the trustees for their examination and ap- 
proval, It is doubtful whether this change 
will be very popular among the rectors, as it 
will not only reduce their surplus funds but 
elreumseribe the charitable work which the 
surplus has enabled them to perform. Up 
to the present time no accounting of their 


poor, Thert have been very few éases where 
priests have been financially umfüfthful, but 
the Plenary Council evidently determined to 
close the doors against any temptation to be 
so. These are the main features of the new 


policy in church management. It is a note- 
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columns of the Pall Mall Gazette by Mme. 
Novikoff, the distinguished Russian writer, 
whose knowledge of the diplomatic relations 
of the Great Powers has more than once been 
shown to be very accurate. 

According te Mme. Novikoff’s version, an 


| understanding was established between the 


Czar and the Emperor of Anstria at Skier- 
newice last year as to the Balkan matter. 
At that meeting Austria consented to the 
union of Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia, 


provided Russia sanctioned it, It was also 


agreed that when the union took place Aus- 
tria should annex the Provinces of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. At the same time it was also 
understood that if Austria sent troops 
into Servia, Russia would consider it 
tantamount to a declaration of war. 
The only thing left unsettled was the 
time at which, these developments should 
take place. Last fall the Prince of Bulgaria 
met the Russian Minister of foreign Affairs 
and informed him that everything was quiet 
in Bulgaria and that he was taking ho steps 


towards the union, and the Czar thus re- 


ported to his allies. Within a month from 
that thne Prince Alexander declared the 
union. Russia’s allies at once regarded it as 
her work, and the Czar, indignant at Aléx- 
ander’s bad faith and fearing that the act, 
which had been accomplished without eon- 
sulting the Powers, would lead to war and 
that Austria would induce Servia and Greece 
to take the field at once, he resolved to pun- 
ish Alexander. He first ordered home all 
the Russian officers who were in the-Bul- 
garian army, and when Alexander 
taunted them for going he struck 
his name off the Russian army list. 
His next movement was to demand 
the restoration of the status qua. Meanwhile 
Austria did not send troops into Servia, but 
she sent money and arms, and, as Alexander 
persistently refused to withdraw from his po- 
sition at Russia’s demand, it was not long be- 
fore the Servian army was invading Bal- 
garia, with results which are already known. 
Russia was powerless to object to Austria’s 
move because she had failed to prevent Alex- 
ander’s coup d' tat. When the Prince turned 
the tide of war and his victorious troops 
poured over into Servia Russia gave the word 
to Austria to interfere and force an armistice, 
which she did, and there the matter halts 
pending the further negotiation of the Powers, 
as to which Mme. Novikoff says: 


Russia having thus given proof of her good 
faith may now possibly acquiesce in a modifi- 
cation of the status quo ante. But provably she 
will do so reluctantiy, knowing the enormous 
cangers to the weneral peace resulting from an 
uprepared modification of the international ar- 
rangement of the Berlin treaty—dangers which 
compei her to oppose a union the attainment of 
which, under peaceful conditions, is one of the 
fixed obiects of her diplomacy. 

In a word, Russia and Austria were play- 
ing with dangerous explosives and narrowly 
escaped tumbling down the whole fabric they 
had so ingeniously built up by the impatience 
of Alexander. Russia is thereby put in the 
curious position of having to oppose what 
she really wants to accomplish, and until she 
can accomplish what she is now opposing 
Austria must content herself without her 
share of the plunder. It looks like thieves 
falling out over the swag before they have 
grabbed it. Meanwhile the only happy actor 
in the play must be Alexander, who has 
soundly thrashed the Servians, whatever 


may come of it when the Powers get after 


him. 


DRINKING NORTH AND SOUTH. 

Judge Lochrane of Georgia, who was a 
leader in the recent Prohibition movement at 
Atlanta and gave evidence of his sincerity by 
turning the contents of his wine-cellar into 
the gutter. says the success of the Southern 
Prohibitionists represents the natural reac- 
tion against excessive drinking habits and an 
uncontrolled liquor traffic. In a recent in- 
terview in New York he said: 


You see drinking if the South is not like 
drinking in the North. Here in New York ifa 
man comes ioto a barroom who is intoxicated 
the bartender will refuse to seil bim any more. 
If the man raises a disturbunce he is promptly 
led out and away. But with us a fellow comes 
along bent on having a bender.“ He goes 
into a saloon and takes possession of it. He 
announces that he is the Red-Handed Gray 
Wolf, or Blue Ruin Jake, or Kaintuck Mose. 
He drinks till he is wild. He makes everybody 
who comes in drink with him. Sooner or later 
there 18 4 row and someoneis killed. If it was 
only the chap who got up the muss who got 
killed we could stand it, but nine cases out of 


ten it is some innocent passer-by. Then when 


we attempted to regulate the sale of liquor so 
as to have things decent, as you do in New 
York, the liquor-men defeated every effort we 
made. 

Judge Lochrane's reasoning is plausible 
and good as far as it goes, but it does not ex- 
plain fully why a community accustomed to 
riotous and excessive drinking Habits should 
by popular vote suddenly declare in favor of 
strict teetotalism enforced by law. A great 
religions awakening or a reform crusade 
might suddenly convert thousands and change 
the’ sentiment of ‘a conmmunity in a day, but 
when the movement is entirely political in 
character, and looks to amendment of the 
laws as the means of personal reform, the 
ground must have been prepared in advance. 
There are no Pentecosis in politics. Political 
reforms come slowly; the ground must be 
prepared, the seed sown, and time aliowed 
for public sentiment to ripen. 

Prohibition is not a new idea in the South 
and it represents a return to old conditions 
rather than a startling change. In the old 
slavery times the laws of all the Southern 
States absolutely prohibited the sale of liquor 
to the negroes, and these statutes were rigid- 
ly and strictly enforced. The nightmare of 
the Southern aristocracy was the dread of 
slave insurrections, and whisky in the slave 
cabins was thought as dangerous as a torch 
ina powder magazine, It was, in the opin- 
ion of the Southern slave-owners, a matter of 
necessity to enforce strictly the police regu- 
lations against selling or giving liquor to the 
negroes, and hence at least one-half of the 
population of the South was for generations 
under the rule of absolute prohibition. The 
prohibition rested also on the poor whites in 
the rural districts, since whisky-shops could 
not be set up on the plantations aud were 
confined to the towns. Overseers and slave 
drivers were required to maintain strict so 
briety while among the negroes on the plan- 
tations, and practically the only people left 
free to drink as they pleased were the slave- 
holding aristocrats and the residents of the 
towns and cities. 

For a long series of years liquor-drinking, 
as concerned a large portion of the popula- 
tion, was under the ban of the law in the 
South. Even though they loved it, the Soutn- 


erners always regarded whisky as dangerous, 


and they outlawed it so far ds the slaves 
2 
people 
South were prepared to take up the prohibi- 
tory doctrine and enact it in terms that apply 
to all classes in the community. The aboli- 
tion of slavery destroyed the old prohibitory 
laws of the South, but under local option

desperate 
they are determined to reform the blacks by 
law if it can be done in no other way. 


One of the disadvantages ot freedom was 


that it gave the blacks access to the whisky- 
shops. For generations the negrues were of 
necessity the most abstemious race on this 


continent, but when the opportunity came 


they were quick to form the drinking habits 
which have proved the main obstacle to their 
advance in the last twenty-five years. It was 
soon seen that free whisky would destroy the 
labor value of the blacks and ‘make them 
shirtless, idle, and improvident. A prohibi- 
tory law that applied to negroes only would 
be invalid, and hence the only way to rehabil- 
itate the old code against liquor-selling was 
under the cover of statutes that in terms bore 
equally on all classes. ‘The backbone of the 
present movement in the South is the deter- 
mination to take liquor away from the blacks, 
although the whites still expect to be able to 
secure their tipple. 


THE PROGRESSIVE CELTO-SAXON, 

A London newspaper of speculative-phi- 
losophical tendencies has been trying to ex- 
plain the redistribution of parties in Great 
Britain as revealed by the recent elections, 
and has come to the conclusion that Liber- 
alism runs parallel with the veins of coal, 
tin, and copper, or rather with the veins 
which are actively worked.“ But the facts 
hardly bear out this explanation, and the 
writer of the article in his opening paragraph 
makes some admissions which are ample and 
satisfactory evidences of the underlying 
causes of political distribution under the 
new and old franchises in Great Britain 
without gomg underground to seek for 
them. The paper in quéstion, the Spectator, 
says: The Scotch, the Welsh, and the Irish 
show a singular uniformity of political view. 
The Scoteh and the Welsh are, with few ex- 
ceptions, Liberals. The Irish are chiefly 
Parnellites” (that is, advanced Liberals from 
this point of view). . It is strange that the 
writer in the Spectator, after having stated 
these facts, should go on to discuss party dis- 
tribution on geological, or, as he has also 
done, on electrical and wave-theory ideas, 
and not have come to what must be manifest 
even to the casual observer, that wherever 
the Celtic element of the population pre- 
dominates, or where the Celtic admixture is 
strong, there Liberalism has been generally 
triumphant, while in the districts where the 
Anglo-Saxon element predominates there 
Toryism holds sway. The Welsh, Scotch, and 
Irish are not only Liberals, but advanced Lib- 
erals—Radicals. In the north of England the 
Celtic element predominates. There also the 
Liberals have triumphed by immense majori- 
ties. Durham County, for instance, elects 
fifteen Liberals, among them four labor repre- 
sentatives, to one Tory, and the Tory got in 
through Radical disseysions. Northumber 
land, Cumberland, Westmoreland, and West- 
ern and Northern Yorkshire are almost sol- 
idly Radical. Cornwall, the most Celtic of 
English shires—it is almost purely Celtic— 
will be represented in the new Parliament by 
seven Radicals. It not only refused to re- 
turn a Tory member, it. rejected a Whig for 
a Republican Radical. The Western divisions 
of the adjoining counties, where the Celtic 
element prevails, have also returned Liberal 
members. Monmouthshire, Herefordshire, 
and Shropshire, which the distinguished 
philologist, Prof. Grant Allen, tells us are 
full of Keltic faées and Keltic names,” 
and Gloucester, Worcester, and Stafford, 
which show signs of imperfect Angliciza- 
tion,” have also elected Liberal members ex- 
cept in a few divisions. In fine, wherever 
the Celtic element predominates or the Celtic 
admixture is stroiig, except in Lancashire— 
where the Irish Celts for the purpose of 
pushing their own radical schemes to the 
front voted with the Tories—the adherents 
of Mr. Gladstone won in the recent elections. 

Now, turn to the Tory strongholds and 
they will be found almost purely Anglo- 
Saxon. Kent, which was turned over com- 
pletely to the Saxons, elects eighteen Tories 
to one Liberal. Berkshire, Hertfordshire, 
and Rutland, within the borders of the old 
Saxon Kingdoms, and East Anglia are solidly 
Tory. The home *counties”—those sur- 
rounding London, the Anglo-Saxon Capital 
—have returned Squires, aristocrats, and 
plutocrats of the old Tory school. Even in 
those Anglo-Saxon counties where Liberals 
were elected their constituencies border on 
Celtic shires, as the Northwestern Division 
of Norfolk, where Mr. Joseph Arch has been 
returned, is one of those few districts where 
Freeman, the Anglo-Saxon historian, assures 
us the British robbers,” as he calls the 
Celts, found a footing and maintained their 
ground against the invaders. 


The only places where the progressive 
tendency of the Celt has not shown itself in 
a marked degree are those where the strong 
religious proclivities of the race have over- 
come its political radicalism, as in some of 
the western districts of Scotland and North- 
ern Island, where Celts voted for the Tories 
because their church (in Scotland) was in 
danger.” 

In every struggle for freedom in which 
England has been engaged, at the head of 
every progressive movement the Celts have 
been the chief agents of success. That fine 
old Celt, Gladstone, has not been a more 
potent factor in the reform movements of his 
time than Brougham in the reform movement 
of 1882, and Wilberforce, Macaulay, and 
O'Connell in the English abolition movement. 
Even here in the United States the rebels of 
76 obtained their notions of republican goy- 
ernment from the polity of the Presbyterian 
Church, established among them by the 
Scotch-Irish. Of the militant part which the 
latter played let our greatest historian, Ban- 
croft, speak. He says: 


Just after the peace of Paris the “ Heart of 
Oak Protestants of Ulster, weary of strife 
with their landiords, came over in great num- 
bers, and settlements on the Catawba in South 
Carolina dated from that epoch. At different 
times in the eighteenth century some few 
found homes in New Engiand; but they were 
most numerous south of New York, from New 
Jersey to Georgia. In Pennsylvania they peo- 

many counties, tili in pubtie lire they 
anced the infivence of the Quakers. In 
Virginia they went up the Valley of the Shen- 
andoah, and they extended themselves aiong 
the tributaries of the Catawba in the uplands 
ef North Carolina. Their training in Ireland 
had kept the spirit of liberty and the readiness 
to resist unjust government fresh in their 
hearts, as though they hau just been listening 
to preachings of Knox or musing over the 
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London, Glasgow, Manchester, 
Birmingham, invading the mines, the fao- 


by the Teuton, and it is this great overflow 
of the Kelts into the lands where the Teuton 
is all but unknown which. makes our (En- 
glish) nation today British in a far truer 
sense than it is English.“ The Celto-Saxon 
is progressive, industrially and politically. 


BRITISH VEMOCRATIC REPRESENT- 
ATIVES. 

One of the new Labor members of the 
British Parliament has been.giving the aris- 
tocrats and plutocrats with whom he is to be 
associated as a legislator a piece of his mind. 
The gentleman in guestion is Mr. Joseph 
Leicester, a glassblower by trade, who has 
been élected from West Ham, a London sub- 
urb, by a majority of 1,000 over a millionaire 
manufacturer. Mr. Leicester, addressing a 
meeting of the Workingmen’s Peace Associa- 
tion in London the th inst., remarked, in 
anything but a peaceful tone, that he was go- 


ing into Parliament in order to teach the 


intellectual ruffians who had hitherto sat 
there how to- behave themselves. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill,” he continued, should not 
black his (Mr. Leicester’s) boots, and there 
were many Dukes whom he should think he 
was honoring by looking at them.“ The St. 
James’ Gazette, which was in great agony 
a couple of weeks ago because an Irish 
member named Connolly, described as ‘‘a 
Liverpool fruit-dealer, who is proprietor of 
the Aquarium and Casino for Public Dancing 
at New Brighton,” was commissioned by 
his constituents to touch elbows with sons 
of Dukes, Earls, and other scions of the old 
nobility, must have been horrified at such 
utterances. 

But the worst of it is that Mr. Leicester is 
one of many recently elected by Hodge to 
represent him in the House of Commons, 
Half a dozen of them have graduated in the 
coal-pits. In about a score of constituencies 
in Britain the Squire and the Lord have had 
to make way tor the farmer and the me- 
chanic. In Mid-Durham, for instance, Will- 
iam Crawford, a pitman, was elected by 
2.600 majority over a Vane-Tempest 
(shade of Castlereagh!); William Abraham, 
Secretary of a miners’ union, defeated 
the proprietor of the mine in which he 
worked in the Rhondda Valley of Wales by 
900 votes; George Howell, Secretary of the 
London Labor Union, defeated a Tory 
banker in the Bethnal Green Division of 
Londen by an overwhelming majority; Mr. 
Broadhurst, the son of a stonemason, was 
elected in Birmingham; John Wilson, a 
working miner, defeated an army Colonel in 
the Houghton-Le-Spring District of Durham 
by 2,000 majority; Robert L. Everett, a yeo- 
man farmer, defeated. Lord Rendlesham in 
one of the agricultural districts ef Suffolk 
in the very heart of East Anglia, hitherto an 
aristocratic political preserve; Ben Pickard, 
a coal-heaver, defeated another Tory Colonel 
in the Normanton District of Yorkshire; 


“and Atherly Jones, labor agitator, son of 


Ernest Jones, the Chartist orator, bowled 
over a third Colonel, also in a Durham 
division. Among the other plebeians elected 
are Thomas Duckham, farmer and _ far- 
rier in Herefordshire; J. Charles Durant, 
working printer in Stepney; W. R. Cremer, 
labor agitator and land nationalizer in Shore- 
diteh; Mr. Caleb Wright, a cotton-factury 
hand, for a Lancashire division; and J. H. 
Blades, a blue brickmaker, for one of the 
London divisions. Mr. Charles Fenwick 
passes into Parliament from the coal-pits as 
the representative of the Wansbeck Division 
of Northumberland. Scotland elects eight 
crofters, and Ireland, besides a watchmaker, 
a tavernkeeper, and a grocer’s assistant, 
twelve farmers and a blacksmith’sson. And, 
to crown all, Joseph Arch, the President of 
the National Agricultural Laborers’ Union, 
has been elected in Northwest Norfolk over 
a scion of the house of Bentinck by a good 
majority. This is the most significant demo- 
cratic victory of all.

He received a good education in the 
schools of that city and took up the study of 
law with ex-Congressman Scudder of New 
Jersey. In 1874 be became a member of the 
bar of that State, and has since been counsel 
for a number of years of a municipa) board in 
Hodson County, New Jersey... He was sent to 
the State House of Representatives, and was 
elected to represent bis district in the Forty- 
eighth asa Democrat. He received 
18.147 votes as against 11,566 votes for Gilbert 
Collins, his Republican opponent,’ He was 
reblected to the Forty-ninth Congress.

John Turner Wait was born at New 
Conn., Aug. 27. 1811. He received a mercantile 
and efterwards was a pupil of Trinity 
Hartford. He studied lav and was ad- 

mitted to the barin 1836, and commenced to 
practice at Norwich. He was State's Attorney 
for the county of New London in 1842-44 and 
1846-54. He has been President of theg Bar A- 
sociation of that county from its organization 
in 1874 to the present time. He was an unsuc- 
céssful candidate for Lieutenant-Governor on 
the Democratic ticket of 1854-54-56 and 57, re- 
ceiving cack year the bighest vote on the ticket. 
He was the first Elector-at-Large, as a War Demo- 
erat in 1864, on the Lincoin and Jobnson ticket, 
was a member of the State House of Representa- 
tives in 1887-71 and 78, serving as Speaker dur- 
ming the first year and subsequently declining 
that position. He was again an unsuccessfui 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor in 1274, this 
time on the Republican ticket, but received 
the bishest vote of the party. He was elected 
to the Forty-fourth Congress to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of the Hon. H. H. Stark- 
weather. He was reélected to the Forty-fifth, 
Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, and 
Forty-ninth Congresses. Mr. Wait enjoys the 
distinction of benz the oldest member of the

In 1871, through Thomas D. Stetson, he 
filed a caveat for his invention. He kept the 
game renewed down to 1875. Maj. Wuder 
states that had Meucei been able to secure one 
more renewal ho patent could have been is- 
sued to Bell or any one eise. For years prior 
be had endeavored right bere in New York to 
get persons to take hold of his invention. The 
acting President of the American District Tel- 
egraph, Mr. Grant, promised him several times 
to give it a test, but always faiiean him. It was 
Meucci’s idea that his invention would sup- 
plant telegraphing in the city. The affidavits 
ot over forty persons show Meucci’s efideavors 
from 1860 to 1870 to get capital. Most of them 
tested bis instruments. They include Consuls, 
Congressmen, ministers, business-men, bank- 
ers, and brokers. It is one of the curiosities 
of patent law that bis application for a patent 
on a caveat filed in 1871 is still pending. If 
there is any original inventorof the telephone 
in this country Meucci promises to havea 
strong claim on the honor. —Cineinnatt En- 
qutrer.

PKOHIBITORY TARIFFS, 


HOW THEY WORK~WHY SOUTH AMBRICA 
TRADES 80 LITTLE WITH THE UNITED 
STATES — CHILIAN COMMENTS ON OUR 
SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE COMMISSION. 

cue following extracts, among others, trane- 
lated from the Chilian press, commenting on the 
report ot our South American Trade Commis- 
go n, were read at the recent free-trade confer- 
ence in Chicago by Mr. Josiah Quincy: 


Protectionism, the result of which, if not the ob- 
ject thereof, is to raise the price of goods and in- 
crease the cost of production, makes it impossible 
for North American goods to compete in South 
American markets with those of England, France, 
Germany, and Beigium, since those countries. 
while they produce at less cost, can sell cheaper 
and attract customers. 

These are the causes of the decay of the North 
American trade with these countries and with the 
whole world; and untilin the Republic a current 
sets in sufficientiy powerful to effecta liberal modi- 
2cation of the customs revenue system it will be in 
vain that they send us embassies, useless for them 
to extol their wares, and neediess for them 
to talk ofthe right they have to expect that we 
should leave the Europeans in order to give the 
preference to them. 

In South America, the same as everywhere else, 
it is customary to buy from those who give the 
best terms, without taking into account the seller’s 
nationality, religion, or politics. 

Will our brethren of the North ever have the 
couruge to acknowledge the errors of their custom- 
house legislation and sufficient energy to retrace 
their steps? We hope so, and at no very remote 
date; for they are about to reap the fruits of what 
they have sown, and symptoms are not wanting to 
indicate that in the train of disappointment reac- 
tion and amendment will follow. Among these 
symptoms few are so significant as the second of 
the conclusions arrived at in the report ander con- 
sideration. The Commissioners express in their 
report à desire for the negotiation of treaties of 
reciprocity between the Union and the countries of 
Central and Soeth America, and advise them }o 
change and simplity their customs legisiation. 

If we do not mistake, this is equivaient to an ac- 
knowiedgment that the most serious obstacle to 
the prosperity of North American trade on this 
continent is the protective and almost prohibitive 
duties that impede the entry of foreign goods into 
the ports of the United States. The South Ameri- 
can and Central American merchants think, and 
with too much reason, according to our humble 
opinion, that the United States should give a more 
liberal reception to the products of Central and 
South America in return for similar facilities ac- 
corded to goods from the United States. 

Weare ready and indeed 80 ready that for years 
merchandise from the United States finds its way 
into Chili with no further tax than the relative iow 
duty imposed by our custom-house. It is, there- 
fore, the duty of Americans to reduce their tariff 
to tne level of ours in order to establish the reci- 
procity that they speak of. When they shall have 
reduced it to that level, if they wish to go any fur- 
ther and obtain other reductions it will de time to 
make the treaties that they propose. 

In the meantime, what would be most practical, 
what is most urgent, and what depends entirely 
upon themselves slone would be for them to mod- 
ify their tariff in the interest of free trade. Their 
own interest should advise them to such a course, 
and the same is demanded by reciprocity with these 
countries that, having it in their power to retaliate 
on American products by levying duties on them 
as high as they levied on Chilian goods in the 
United States, have nobly and wisely abstained 
from entering into a disastrous war of tariffs in- 
itiated by their elder sister. 

As for the simplification of customs laws, we 
acknowledge that we could do much therein that 
would be profitabie; but at the same time we must 
call the attention of American statesmen to the

Mr. E. G. Keith was particularly hard upon 
some newspapers, attributing to them not 
oniy sensationalism but also nastiness, and a 
desire to be abead in news, to the disregard of 
— privacy and the sancity of home 

e. 

In answer to this Mr. Medill maintained that 
the press of this city not alone, but of the 
country at large, was the faithful refiex of 
public opinion and of the public standard of 
morals. It the latter were low, so also would 
the tone of the oubiic press be, and where the 
reverse was the case the press would portray 
the higher type of morality in its utterances 
and in its manner of treating the features of 
the day. 

The opinion was also expressed by another 
speaker that in conducting a newspaper, as in 
any other kind of business, honesty was the 
best policy, and that the better class of news-

The Finance and Public Service Committees 
of tue County Board met yesterday to con- 
sider, among other things, the proposition of 
Recorder Scribner to complete the work on the 
tract indices within a period of three years 
for $50,000. There were present Commission- 
ers Fortune, Klehm, Hemmelgarn, Oliver, and 
Niesen. Recorder Scribner was present, but 
was not given a chance to say any more than 
what be had said at the meeting of the same 
joint committee last week. 

Commissioner Hemmeigarn : “There is 
not a Commissioner in this board more anxious 
to see the finances of the county increased by

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THE UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT un 
CLARES VOID THE CELEBRATED ALLEGED 
MARRIAGE LATE

, Cal., Dec. 26.—United States 
Cireuit Judge Sawyer this morning rendered a 
decision in favor of the plaintiff in the suit of 
Sharon vs. Hill, brought to declare void the 
The decision states that the principal ques- 
tion is whether the alleged declaration of mar 
riage is genuine or forged. Much space is de- 
voted to an analysis of the testimony of cbi- 
rographic experts, from which the court de- 
cides that the testimony is largely in favor of 
the plaintiff, and proves, so far as such ¢/i- 
dence van, that the signature to the document 
is forged. It also holds from the same testi- 
mony that the word wife in the my dear 
wife letters are tracings substituted for other 
words. The opinion concludes by stating that 
the alleged marriage contract is a forgery and 
null and void, The main opinion is by Judge 
Deady of the United States District of Oregon, 
and contains 24,000 words. Judge Sawyer filed 
& concurring opinion. 

The decision, after stating the evidence in 
the case, covers 1,731 pages of legal cap, writ- 
ten with a typewriter, refers to the refusal! of 
the defendant to produce the alleged marriage 
contract before the examiner, and her commit- 
tal for contempt for the offense, ana adds: 
** This singular conduct can only be interpreted 
as an admission that such inspection would 
tend to prove its (marriage contract's) falsity.” 
In determining the piaintiff’s standing in the 
Cirouit Court as a citizen of Nevada it is held 
that, notwithstanding the plaintiff's two years’ 
residence in California, he never exercised any 
political rights in this State which voided his 
status as a citizen of Nevada, hence he was 
still a citizen of the latter State. On the ques- 
tion as to the effect of the adjudication in the 
Superior Court in the divorce case of Sharon 
vs. Sharon, in which an appeal is now pending, 
the decision says: The Supreme Court of the 
State has uniformly beld that an appeal from a 
judgment suspends its operation for ali pur- 
poses, and that setties the question for this 
court.”

Estates. 


Lonpon, Dec. 26.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—If the ghost of the 
Christmas of the present day could have taken 
Columbia over the expanse of the Old World 
last night she would have realized as never be- 
fore the full measure of her own miraculously 
blessed condition among the nations of the 
earth. Here in Europe one’s heart aches at 
the abounding misery which the season's af- 
fected merriment illuminates. The suffering 
among the poor of London, which is always 
great, 1s now said to be unprecedented, ‘and the 
usual efforts at a Christmas alleviation seem 
to have been paralyzed by the immensity 
of the task, for comparatively little organized 
charity has been reported. Any day during 
the last fortnight one could see thousands of 
faint and ragged wretches prowling outside 
the wharves, each ready to fight the other in 
order to be ore of a score who were admitted 
to a day’s work for 40 cents if a ship happened 
tocomein. Everywhere business is reported 
to be worse than it was a year ago. It is said 
that notasingie Christmas publication has 
yielded a profit. At the London docks less 
than one-half the quantity of wine has been 
taken out of bond bat was taken last year. 
More tangible luxuries suffer in the same way. 
When it was stated a year ago that the British 
shipbuilding industries were off half a million 
tous it seemed that the worst showing bad 
passed; but the report is now likely to sbow a 
further diminution and one nearly as great. 
This is a samples of all industries, while the 
farmers’ prices have reached a starvation 
point. And yet the cost of necessities of life 
is greater than it was then, omg 
to the grevious condition of the mid- 
dlemen, whom the long credit system forces to 
plunder cash purchasers. While ‘the price of 
cattie is almost haived, butchers’ meat is as 
high as ever, and the Kent farmers are com- 
bining todo their own killing in order to get 
rid of the butchers altogether. The budget, 
too, will show a large decrease in receipts de- 
spite the increased taxation. 

Across the Channel the same sad strain is 
chanted everywhere. From Paris, of course, 
one expects to hear nothing but lamentations. 
But the fierce prolongation of the political 
wrangie into holiday week and the grave un- 
certainty of the near future seem to have 
made the business stagnation worse than 


ever. Copenhagen is sulien and gloomy under 
a despotic martial law, with threats of revolu- 
tion ion the air. Italy has a Christmas present 


in the form of news that King John of Abys- - 


sinia is about to deciare war on account of the 
Massowah affair, which means many added 
millions to the tax burden. Vienna is in a 
truly doletul frame of mind, with cholera at 
Trieste, riots in Croatia, and with a heavy 
financial damage caused by the collapse of ber 
principal debtor, Servia, and a national bumil- 
iauon at the logs of ber Balkan prestige. The 
mail reports show that the condition of the 
starving and freezing soldiers of the two 
wretched little principalities is appalling. Per- 
haps it bas bad no parallel since Arnold's march 
to Quebec.

THE OLD EMPEROR’S ANNIVERSARY. 

Preparations on a gigantic scale are being 
made in Germany to do due honor to the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of the Kaiser's accession 
to the throne of Prussia. An immense sum of 
money bas been voted by Berlin and other 
great German cities. The festivities by which 
the occasion is to be celebrated will include 
balls, iliuminations, speeches, reviews, and 
special jubilee of Paul Heyse's play at Colberg. 
The Ministry have issued a circular stating 
that it is repugnant to the feelings of Emperor 
William to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his accession to the throne of Prussia 
the 2d of January next, because it is also the 
anniversary of the death of his brother and 
predecessor, Frederick William IV. The festi- 
val is therefore postponed until Jan. 3, as 
previously announced. The circular concludes 
as follows: 

The Emperor expresses thanks for the cordial 
expressions of sympathy, and wishes the mani- 
Tfestations of joy on the day appointed for the cele- 
bration restricted as muc as possible so as to con- 
form with the recent announcement of the curtail- 
ment of the royal program. 

According to the latter announcement 
Jan. 3 next will be celebrated by religious 
services in all the garrison churches and then 
by a gaia. The same day his Majesty will also 
receive the congratulations of all his Generals 
instead of New-Year’s Day, as usual. Spain 
bas announced her intention of sending a gen- 
eral officer to attend the festival. 

Christmas was kept in a grand style in Ber- 
lin. As usual, the Kaiser—who is in the best 
of health and spirits—and his family dined 
quietly at bome, but the simplicity of the im- 
perial rejoicings did not make them less 
hearty. After be presided at dinner at the 
home of the Crown Prince, the Kaiser spent an 
bour chatting familiarly with the household, 
and for one and all he found pleasant words 
and smiles, nor did he forget to present each 
member of his household with the traditional 
Christmas gifts. 

A GLIMPSE AT GOETHE’S CHARACTER. 

The publication of the long-expected extracts 
from the diary of Riemer, the ciose friend and 
confidant of Goethe, bas aroused great inter- 
est in literary circles. Although the most of 
Goethe’s worshipers knew that the treasures 
of interesting information about their idol lay 
locked up in this diary, they were jealously 
kept secret in the Weimar iibrary, which has 
only lately allowed their publication. I have 
managed to get a peep atan early copy of ex- 
tracts, which have been ably edited by Robert 
heel: They give a curious insight into many 
of Goethe's opinions and show us to what 
sad straits poverty at times reduced the 
greatest of modern German writers. 
Goethe was mot very tender to some 
of his contemporaries, according .to ‘Riemer. 
He spoke airreverentiy of tte inimitable Jean 
Paul as a nightmare incarnate, and dismiss- 
ed Schlegel's laborious translation of Calderon 
with the remark that it nded him of “a 
well-stuffed pheasdat.’’ He was equally scath- 
ing in his criticism of autbors, and on one 
occasion contemptuously, 1 to say paradox- 

„ deciared that all Frenchmen were * ped- 
ants’’ because they could not lift themselves 
above the trammels of form.“ Many of the 
pious sayings jotted down by Riemer will strike 
candid readers as unjust, but every one should 
read them, for they show us the great man in 
his dressing-gown and slippers, as Boswell 
showed us Johnson.

| BEWARE OF SWINDLERS IN ESTATES. 

. WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 26.—A paper on 
the subject of unclaimed estates in Engiand, 
prepecnd under the direction of Minister 

well by Mr. Henry White, one of the Ameri- 
ean Secretaries of Legation, has been sent by 
the President to Congress with other State pa- 
pers. Mr. White says: 

There seems to be no doubt that many are led to 
believe themselyes heirs to vast estates in Great 
Britain by designing persons on both sides of the 
ocean, who, with a view to personal gain, insert 
notices in local newspapers in the United States to 
the e that a large property left by a person of 
the sa name with that of some well-known fam- 
ily of district or of some exceedingly common 
nume itkely to occur anywhere, such as Smith or 
Jones, or who distribute far and wide lists of un- 
Claimed estates which do not exist. Large sums 
of money, are annually thrown away dy 
the dupes of these advertisements fic- 
titions lists, and a handsome revenu is 
made dy the agents, as they call themselves, for 
the discovery of lost heirs and the recovery of un- 
claimed estates. The modus operandi usually 
adopted by these agents is to ask for a remittance 
of £2 or £23 to cover the cost of copying the will 
upon which the claim purports to be based; then 
a large sum for the expense of institating inquiry, 
and at each successive stage more blackmail is 
levied, the correspondence being so cleverly con- 
ducted that several years frequently elapse before 
the fraud is discovered. None should contribute a 

‘dollar to unknown nts, especially towards any 
expenses connected with establishing claims to es- 
tates in this country, until inquiry has been made 
of counsel here first as to the existence of the es- 

tate and then as to the chances of its recovery. I 
am told by reputable solicitors that not one claim 
in a thousand of all those referred to them by the 

legation has had any validity whatever, and very 

few during their long experiences of claims from 

America have been successful. 

The urchives of the legation show that a consid- 
erable proporuon of its foreign correspondence is 
composed of letters upon this subject. Inquiries 
relating to the Jennens estate,“ to which there 
were many American claimants; show that the 
property went to the heirs-at-law long before 
American claimants were ever heard of and that 
the latter never had the shadow of a title to it. 
Moreover, had the titie once been a good one, it 
would long since have become worthie¢ss by the op- 
‘eration of the statute of limitations. Any attempts, 
therefore, to recover real estate from the Crown 
or individuals after a lapse of twelve years (which 
may be extended to thirty under certain circum- 
stances), and personal property after a 
lapse of twenty years, however valid the 
claim of the person making

There are no large amouuts of unclaimed stock 
or dividends standing in our books. Speaking gen- 
erally, without having made an exhaustive re- 
search which would involve considerable laber, 
there are very few amounts of £1,000 and probably 
none that exceed this sum by more than £100 or 
£200.”’ 

To judge from the letters received at this lega- 
tion from the United States in reference to un- 
claimed funds in chancery, many of our country- 
men must imagine that institution to be a depos- 
itory of incaicuiabile militons, a goodly share of 
which can be easily withhrawn upon the mere in- 
stitution of a claim by the American Minister and 
without requirement by the court of any particu- 
lars as to the name of the suit, the relationship of 
the claimant to the perties mentioned therein, or 
the original owner of the estate claimed. It is 
very rarely that in any communication,sent us on 
the subject a smaller sum is mentioned than sev 
eral millions,“ and frequently our correspondents 
say they are entitled to twenty, ty. and even 
more millions. It will doubtless cause surprise 
and disappointmént to such as these to be informed 
that the whole amount of money in the custody of 
the Court of Chancery at the present time is about 
284. 000.000, of which £83,000,000 belongs to owners 
who aré known, leaving about £1,000.000 only of 
unclaimed or dormant funds.

The 
syringe was then withdrawn, the wedge of 
siiver wire removed, the wound dressed, the 
skin carefully sewed together, the rabbit labeled 
with date and quality of inoculation, and put 
into acage. In exactly six days this rabbit 
will die of rabies, and the Newark children 
will be inoculated with the virus taken from 
its brain. 
DIFFERENT KINDS OF VIRUS. 

By aseries of inoculations and reinoculations 
Pasteur can obtain virus of any desired degrev 
of intensity. The strongest virus that he uses 
in inoculation is that which causes a rabbit to 
die of rabies six days after inoculation. 
The weakest virus used is that which causes 
a rabbit to die of rabiés in fourteen 
days. In a small room kept constaatly 
heated to a temperature of thirty-five 
degrees centigrade, and called the incubating 
room, Pasteur keeps asupply of virus ready 
for instant use. Each bulb of virus is labeled 
with numbers.

rabbit in a room filled with artificially-dried 
air, called the incubation room. Each day 
virus thus exposed loses a certain determinable 
proportion of its virulence. 

It should be clearly understood that Pasteur f 
does not pretend to be able to cure cases where 
rabies bas already declared itself, nor to cure . 2 
cases where incubation fof the virus bas al- : 
ready taken place. All that science can now 
do is to prevent persons bitteu by a mad-dog 
from dying from rabies if treated before the 
virus from the bite has had time to incubate. 

The Mayor of Lozere telegraphed Pasteur 
that a young man bad been bitten twenty-five 
days ago by a mad dog, and asked if Pasteur 
would treat bim. Pasteur replied: “In the 
scientific interests of my method I ought not 
to treat any one after the lapse of twenty-five 
or thirty days after the bite, but from a purely 
bumanitarian point of view lam resolved to 
refuse no one.“ The young man das now ar- 
rived at the laboratory, and, as be is penuiless, 
M. Pasteur is defraying his expeuses out of his 
own pocket. 

When the Newark children arrived Monday 
they were inoculated with the virus war- 
ranted to kill in fourteen days. Tuesday they 
were inoculated with virus *‘ warranted to kill 
in thirteen days.” Wednesday they were 
inoculated with “twelve-dars’ virus,“ Thurs- 
day with eleven-days’ virus, Friday with ten- 
days’ virus, and today with nine-days’ virus. 
Tomorrow they .will be inoculated with 
“eight-days’ virus,“ and so on until they re 
ceive the “to kill in six-days’ virus,” which 
latter may be repeated two or three days con- 
secutively.

I then went with M. Wassersuct, one of M.

We stopped before a cage containing a large 
yellow rabbit. M. Wassersuct asked: “Do 
you notice anything peculiar about that rab- 
bit?” 1 said: “He looks very sleepy 
—heée stretches and quivers strangely and 
kicks out in an eccentric manner with his 
heeis.”” M. Massersuct sald: “He showed 
symptoms of rabies Christmas Day, and will 
die tonight.

M. Pasteur 
made the foltowing experiments to determine 
whether the little girl died from the effects of 
the bite of the mad dog, or whether she died 
from the effects of the virus with which she 
nad deen ineculated at this laboratory: Two 
rabbits were taken. One of them—this yellow 
one that you now see—was inoculated Dec. 5 
with virus taken directly from the brain of the 
littie girl that had died of rabies. The second 
rabbit was also, Dec. 8. inoculated with the 
same virus as had been used in inoculating the 
little girl that bad died—that is to say, with the 
*to-kill-in-six-days virus.’ The second rabbit 
Gied in six Gays, as was; of course, expected, 
but this yellow rabbit lives twenty days before 
being seized with the rabies, thus conclusively 
proving that it. was not the incubated virus 
with which the little girl hed been inoculated 
that caused her death, but that death was 
caused by the bite of the mad dog.

MRS. EDWARD P. BAILEY. 

At Colorado Springs, Colo., Dec. 21, 1885, 
Kate Baxter, daughter of Judge John Baxter 
of the Sixtb Circuit United States Court and 
wite of Edward P. Bailey of Chicago, quietiy 
and peacefully entered into rest. 

Mrs. Bailey was born March 11, 1846, at Hen- 
dersonville, N. C., and with ber parents soon 
after remoyed to Knoxville, Tenn. When she 
was 12 y old her mother died, leaving her 
the eldest of a large family of children. Her 
father being prominent in his profession, and 
taking an active part in the political issues that 
led up to the Rebellion, she very naturally be- 


, came familiar with and took a deep interest 


in public affairs. Being sympathetic in 


her nature, her health was seri- 
ously impaired by her affliction, her 
responsibility, and the extreme suffering 
that she witnessed during the War, coupled 
with the anxiety ior the safety of ber tather 
and other friends, who were stanch Union 
men when to be such insured continual indig- 
nities and often incarceration in prison. 
About ten years ago she went witht her s- 
band and two children to live in New York 
City, where the death of one of the chiidren 
and a severe accident to ber husband so com- 
pletely shattered her nervous system that she 
never recovered. With ber husband and re- 
maining child she came to Chicago in the 
summer of 1882, where. she continued to re- 
side except when temporarily absent on ac- 
count of ber health. Born and reared in a 
sunnier clime, she did not flourish in our 
rigorous Northern atmosphere, consequently 
she went last summer to Colorado, where 
she remained until death came and her spirit 
was freed from the sufferings of her frail body. 
She bad been for many years a member of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and since her 
residence bere of Grace parish in this city. 
Her funeral and burial occurred at Knoxville, 
Tenn., yesterday, being the nineteenth anni- 
versary of her marriage to Mr. Bailey. The 
same rector will officiate, the same bells that 
rang joyously and merrily then will mourntul- 
ly toll the march to the grave. Her sickness 
was exceedingly painful, but she never com- 
plained, and, rising above her suffering, in- 
quired affectionateiy after all her friends, sent 
messages of love to each, and aimost with ber 
latest breath directed that something be done 
in ber name for one of our charities. Her 
memory will be cherished by hosts of friends, 
ana the influence of ber noble life will live 
after the generations of today have passed 
away.

Notes from Highland Park, Evanston, South

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 26.—[{Special.}]—In- 
dications are that the Underground Conduit 
Company fight will prove a much more inter- 
esting and spirited contest than is generally ex- 
pected of it, Three months ago the question 
of requiring telegraph, telephone, and electric- 
light wires—particularly the latter—to be 
stretched underground instead of upon the 
poles along the principal business streets of 
the city wae tborougbly ounsidered by the City 
Council, A committee was appointed to in- 
quire into the varioug conduit systems, and the 
Council as a body maid a two-days’ visit to 
Chicago and there carefully investigated the 
Dorsett system—D. H. Dorsett, Chicago, pa- 
tentee—where about fifteen miles of the con- 
duit is in operation. This inquiry was con- 
vincing to the Council that the patent 
was the only one they cared to sanction for 
use in Milwaukee, and upon incorpo- 
ration of a company known as the Dor- 
sett Underground Service Company, with D. 
H. Dorsett, Chicago, and Paul Bechtner, A. W. 
Hall, and Thomas Shea, Milwaukee, incorpor- 
ators, a franchise to operate in this city was by 
unanimous vote aceorded by the Counoll. 
When this ordinance was passed it was the un- 
derstanding of the Aldermen that the Dorsett 
patent was to be used, and it was not for an in- 
stant supposed that the franchise would per- 
mit the use of any other system. It is now die- 
covered, however, that the ordinance is so 
worded that it is a question whetber or nv any 
conduit system cannot be put in under its 
visions. This fact was not dreamed of by the 
Dorsett Company’s incorporators until after 
they discovered that, as they allege, they had 
been sold out in every right which the fran- 
chise had intended for them. Mr. Dorsett has 
fortwo months back been very busy, and in- 
trusted the Milwaukee matter toan agent, who 
was to work with the local members of the com- 
paoy. This agent,representing it to be in accord- 
ance with Mr. Dorsett’s wish, secured a power 
of attorney from Messrs. Bechtner, Hall, and 
Shea to open subscription books for the sale 
of stock. As a result of this operation the 
stock bas nearly all passed from the reach of 
the incorporators, and is held by parties in- 
terested in an opposition conduit system. 
Citizens generally denounce the action in 
severe terms, and prominent members of the 
City Council] go as far as to declare mat if 
necessary such action will be taken by that 
body as is necessary to defeat the scheme of 
the alleged conspirators. Mr. Dorsett was in 
the city Thursday evening, and together with 
other members of his company arranged with 
their attorneys, Messrs. Jenkins, Winkler, 
Fish & Smith, for ionjunctional proceedings, re- 
straining the Mayor and City Controller from 
approving or aceepting the bond of the new 
stockbolders, and preventing the latter from 
proceeding with apy work towards establish- 
ing the conduit system until the case has been 
given a legal ventilation. The injunction was 
served today. In the complaint a careful and 
leagthy review is made of the case from be- 
ginuing to end, the defendahts bemg openly 
charged with conspiracy and fraud. 

NOT ANXIOUS FOR A UNION. 

Another effort to organize a local branch of 
the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood, or union, in 
Milwaukee, to join bands with the National or- 
ganization of the craft, has just proved a fail- 
ure and been abandoned in disgust by its pro- 
motors. Western Union telegrapbers have 
not yet forgotten the result of their great 
strike of 1883, and areference to that event 
by their superiors is sufficient to frighten any 
thought of union organization out of a ma- 
jority of them. Abouta year ago an effort 
was made to bring tho operators into line 
again and place the brotherhood in as solid 
a condition as it was at the time the great 
strike was inaugurated. But there were found 
to be too many weak knees, and the matter 
was allowed to drop. Early this month au- 
other movement was started in this direc- 
tion. Firm in the belief that the in- 
terests of the telegraph operators de- 
manded that there be a semi-secret organ- 
ization, two or three of the more independent 
dispositioned manipulators of the key quietly 
canvassed the field and succeeded in getting 
about two-thirds of their feliow-workmen in 
Milwaukee to sign the membership roll, and 
everything was about ready for perfecting the 
organization. But this is not now to be. Dur- 


ing the last week information of what was go- | 


ing on came to the ears Of local officials. No 
threats were made by them, but each opera- 
tor who contemplated joining the new order 
was reminded of the strike. its result, and the 
pledge which he bad taken upon resuming 
work at the terminauon of that unfortunate 
siege. This was sufficient to undo ali that had 
been accomplished by the organizers by a 
month’s work among the operators, and it was 
found that less than a dozen were willing to let 
their names stand on the membership list. 
Therefore the meeting which was to bave been 
held tomorrow for the purpose of perfecting a 
permanent organization bas been indefinitly 
postponed, and it is not likely that another at- 
tempt to unionize the Milwaukee telegraphers 
will be made for some time to come. 0 

A person who chanced to be in the package 
department of the Milwaukee Post-Office a 
few days since conciuded from his observa- 
tions and remarked that the bulk of Christmas 
presents were being transported by mall this 
year, people having taken advantage of the 
law allowing packages not exceeding four 
pounds in weight to be so sent. It is evident 
that this person bad not visited the express 
offices before forming his conclusions, or he 
would certainly have been of a different mind. 
While the holiday express business originating 
at Milwaukee is usually large, it has in no year 
of the past approached anywhere near that of 
the present time. The sight to have been seen 
at the American Company’s office during the 
last week was one never before witnessed in 
Milwaukee. From early in the morning until 
well into the evening lines of men, women, 
ana children, each with one or more packages 
containing gifts for the absent relative or 
friend, have been in waiting at the two re- 
ceiving places of the office, the regular and an 
extra force of billing-clerks baving been un- 
able to take the customary time allowed for 
meals, s> great bas been the rush. And in the 
meantime the score or more wagons 
employed in gathering packages from 
various parts or the city have come rolling in 
with freight only to be counted by the hun- 
dreds of pieces. The condition of affairs in 
the main .sorting-room can well be imagined. 
A dozen men have been kept busy at sorting 
out the bundies, boxes, and packages of every 
imaginable form and putting them in tbeir 
Proper place for ready shipment. Quick dis- 
posal of the accumulating freight was abso- 
lutely necessary, or the great store- room. spa- 
cious as it is, would bave been packed from 
floor to ceiling. The express people are in this 
respect fortunate in having bourly trains by 
which to reduce their accumulations. Extra 
cars bave been required to meet the increased 
demand, and the enormous loads taken out by 
the night trains are declared by old-time train- 
men to exceed anything heretofore known in 
the history of railroading in the Northwest. 
Probably the busiest man in Milwaukee, in 
consequence of this holiday rusb, has been W. 
H. Dodsworth, Genera! Agent of the American 
Company. The careful nandling and prompt 
movement of this entire traffic have prac- 
tivally rested with him. To bim the 
company looks for a satisfactory re- 
ceipt, shipment, delivery, or transfer of 
its Milwaukee business. During ordinary 
seasons of the year this care is sufficient to 
keep Mr. Dodsworth well employed, so that his 
task for the last ten days bas been anything 
but alightone. Great as tas been the increase 
of business this year, fewer complaints of de- 
lay in shipment, improper bandling of gootis, 
eto., are heard, indicating that in this line of 
traffic a steady pace of improvement is kept 
up to correspond with the general spirit of au- 
vanoement. :

MADISON, WIS. -A FULL PARDON TO BE IS- 
SUED TO A MAN WHO WAS IN PRISON 
TWENY YEARS FOR ANOTHER’S CRIMB. 
Mapison, Wis., Dec. 26.—|Special.|—Last 

June Gov. Rusk issued a conditional pardon to 
George Wilson of Troy, N. ¥., who was serving 
a life sentence in the State prison for tus al- 
leged murderof Jobn Riley, a bartender of 
Milwaukee, having served twenty years. He 
was said to be the innocent victim of an out- 
raged public sense. The case was brought to 
the attention of Gov. Rusk, who, after investi- 
gating it, came to the conclusion that Wilson 
was innocent, and pardoned him on the condi- 
tion that he would leave Wisconsin aad never 
return. Additional developments have come 
to the attention of Gov. Husk, and in a few 
days he will remove the condition, making the 
pardon full and free. 

[The crime for which Wilson was convicted oc- 
curred Sept. 16, 1865. Wilson, who was a young 
man then, had just been discharged from the army 
afteran honorable service throughout the War. 
In Chicago he accidentally made the acquaintance 
of William West, who bore a bad reputation. They 
came to Milwaukee together, and at the time men- 
tioned entered the saloon of James Grover on the 
corner of Oregon and Reed streets. They ordered 
drinks, and an altercation about the pay arose. 
Grover siapped Wilson’s face, and Wilson in turn 
slapped Grover. At this Riley, Grover’s bartender, 
knocked Wiison down. The latter rushed o f 
the saloon, followed by West and Riley. Ap 1 
shot was heard on the outside, and Riley staggered 
back, with a wound in the abdomen, 
from which he died the next day. 
Wilson and West took the train for 
La Crosse, where they were arrested. West was 
put on trial on an old charge of burglary and 
“sent up,“ and this left Wilson to face the re- 
sponsibility of the shooting. Ina few weeks he 
was placed on trial in the Circuit Court, convicted, 
and sentenced to State prison for life. He was not 
allowed to make a statement in his own behalf. 
Shortly after Wilson's commitment efforts were 
made to secure a pardon. Wilson always main- 
tained his innocence of the shooting. J. P. C. 
Cottrill, present State Senator from Milwaukee, 
whois now in the Northern. Insane Asylum for 
treatment, was District Attorney, and secured the 
conviction. He always strenuously opposed the 
pardon, and it is said his ground was that he was 
afraid Wileon would kill him if released. 

Wilson, however, produced ontals of char- 
acter from many of Troyes best witizens. Judge 
Arthur McArthur, the presiding Judge at the trial, 
but now of Washington, advocated his pardon, 
claiming that had Wilson committed the crime it 
was but manslaughter, and that he had already 
served a longer term than the law provided for 
manslaughter. West was at Waupun serving out 
a sentence for burglary during the early years of 
Wilson’s imprisonment. He was worried over 
Wilson’s case, and would sometimes cry about it. 
At last he confessed to Deputy-Warden Clay that 
he did the shooting and that Wilson was suffering 
for his crime. He promised to go before a magis- 
trate and make affidavit to that effect when his term 
expired, bat failed to do so. Wilson is now em- 
ployed in one of the leading hotels of Troy, N. .]

DR. PRIESTLEY THE CHEMIST, 


THE FIRST UNITARIAN SCCIETY IN AMERICA 
ESTABLISHED BY HIM—CENTENNIAL AN- 
NIVERSARY OF THE BIRTH OF CHEMISTRY 
AT HIS GRAVE—ANECDOTES OF FRANK- 
LIN. a 
New Tonk, Dec. 23. — (Gath.] — Since I 

sketched Dr. Priestiey in a recent letter to the 
Enqutirer, I have visited his remains at Northum- 
berland, Pa. The Susquebanna River, between 
whose branches Northumberiand lies, was the 
great Western river of Americato the poets 
and scholars of England, who, in the spirit of 
the eighteenth century and its new philosophy 
and science, hoped to emigrate to the virgin 
wilds and sit down by the bright waters, no 
longer excited and alarmed by European poli- 
tics and war. 

I went out balf a mile to three-quarters of a 
mile from the town to the cemetery, thore to 
see Priestley's grave. Two or three burial- 
yards in the town had been thrown open to the 
cows and pigs, and the descendants who had 
money enough carried their ancestors out in 
the country. Nothing much 1s to be said of 


the town. It is Jong, shambling, with clay | 


streets unpaved, and must have been a rather 
harsh change for a man accustomed to preach 
to audiences in London and Philadelphia. 

Priestley, indeed, was the precursor of Tyn- 
dall, Huxley, Brewster, and the whole school 
of modern people, of whom Pasteur, the 
Frenchman, is one, who took up nature apart, 
without reference to „ and all our 
American geological surveys, both of the 
States and of the plains, now preceed upon 
this view. In the last Pennsylvania géological 
report, which is avery extensive work, the 
chief remarks that nothing disparaged and de- 
layed scientific investigation so much for half a 
century as looking for traces of Noah’s deluge 
everywhere. Whenever rocks were found in 
layers, somebody thought be had a proof of 
Noah. He had to lay Noah aside and take up 
a fresh corpse before he could come to any com- 
mon-sense ascertainments about the world. 

The chemist is buried by bis wife in parallel 
graves, and a marble stone three aa balf to 
four feet high says: “To the memory of the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph Priestley, who departed this 
life the 6th of February, 1804, Anno Atatis, 
lxxi. Return into thy rest, O my soul, for the 
Lord hath dealt bountifully with thee. I will 
lay me down in peace and sleep till I awake on 
tne morning of the resurrection.”’ | 

Two things are to be observed about this 
stone. Anno tatis does not mean, as I 
thought for a moment might be the case, the 
year of the State, though it was the tendency 
of those who believed. in the French Revolu- 
tion to take some other than a religious basis 
for the quotations of time. Anno Atatis”’ 
means in the year of his or her age, and this 
abbreviation would, therefore, mean merely 
aged so much. The stone over Dr. Priestley's 
wife says: In memory of Mary, the wife of 
J. Priestley. who died Sept. 11, 1796, in the 55th 
year of her age. ‘God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes, and there shall be no 
more death; neither shall there any more pain, 
for the former things are passed away.“ 

This wife of Dr. Priestiey was a sweet-nat- 
ared woman who was a great comfort to bim. 
arid it seems plaln from these inscriptions that 
Priestley and his wife adhered to a considera- 
able degree of respect and faith for the Script- 
ures. In his scientific researches he was often 
aggressive, like a man ina debate with a theo- 
logical champion; but he very often rebuked 
those of his scientific friends whe threw over- 
board all their orthodoxy. 

In the interesting life of Franklin by Mr. 
Parton is some reference to this matter. When 
Franklin met Priestley in London tue latter 
was the librarian of Lord Sbelborne, a man of 
power and weaith, and he kept experimenting 
and preaching alternately. Priestley says of 
Franklin: It is much to be lamented that a 
man of Dr. Franklin’s general good cbaracter 
and great influence should have been an un- 
believer in Christianity and also have done so 
much to make others unbelievers. To me, 
however, be acknowledged that he had not 
given so much attention as he ought to have 
done on the evidence of Christianity, and be 
desired me to recommend to him a few treatises 
on the subject.” 

Mr. Parton remarks: 1 do not understand 
what Dr. Priestley meant by saying that Frank- 
lin was an unbeliever in Christianity, since be 
himself was open tothe same charge. Upon 
looking into the works of the eminent man 1 
find that be rejected the doctrine of the Trin- 
ity, the atonement, original sin, and miracu- 
lous inspiration. He regarded Jesus Christ 
as a young man but divinely commis- 
sioned and divinely assisted, and, though 
the books composing the Bible he thought 
were neither inspired nor correct, and were to 
be judged and criticised as other writings are, 
yet they were correct in the main. and were 
extremely valuable as a record of ovents the 
most instructive and sublime. It the two men 
were now alive we might say that Priestley was 
a Unitarian of the Channing schoo! and Frank- 
lin of that of Theodore Parker.“ 

Priestley said that when he visited Paris in 
1774 all the philosophic persons to whom he was 
introduced were unbehevers in Christianity, 
and even professed atheists. ‘* 1 was told by 
some of them that I was the only person they 
had ever met of whose understanding they nad 
any opi who professed to believe in Chris- 
tianity. But I soon found that they did not 


really know what Christianity was. When 


Priestley and Franklin first met a littie dialog 
betw them shows the very practical nature 
of the rican mind as compared even to thé 
British scientific mind. Some one asked aloud, 
„What was the most desirable invention what 
remained to be made? Franklin looked up 
and replied, The spinning of two threads at 
the sauie time. Before Franklin left London 
the thing bad been done, and some bave 
thought that Franklin may have talked with 
Hargreaves or Arkwright, the inventors of the 
spinning jenny and of the spinn frame.

The Second Ward 
was finished by che clerks yesterday. They 
divided it inzo thirteen precincts. The number 
of votes in the last three was very unequai 
until the two Commissioners suggested that 
the alley between Wabash and Michigan ave 
nues be taken as adividing line. The clerks 
had never taken an alley as a dividing line, 
but in this case it served to equalize the vote 
very effectively.

Alexander Mitchell, the millionaire President 
of the St. Paul system, stands conspicuous as 
one of the greatest financiers in the United 
States, and, although reputed to be the possessor 
of fabulous wealth, be is in all respects a self- 
made man. He was born near Aberdeen. 

Oct. 18, 1817, and came to Milwaukee 
in 1839 as the representative and Secretary of 
the Wisconsin Marine & Fire Insurance Com- 
pany’s Bank. From that time to the present 
the record of Mr. Mitchell's business cureer is 
Well known to everybody. He has been a 
Girector and President of the St. Paul Road 
Since May, 1865, and was President of the 
Northwestern Road in 1868. 

Roswell Miiler, the successor of S. S. Merrill 
in the management of the St. Paul Company, is 
about 42 years of age and a native of the State 
of New York. From 1880 to 1882 he was Sec- 
retary and General Superintendent of the Cairo

| “MR. OBBNREIZER.” 

Old-fashioned as No Thoroughfare” is, 
Mr. Florence deserved the thanks of playgoers 
for reviving it at a time when anything serious 
is @ relief from the grossness of farce. In the 
air of mystery which prevalls from the begin- 
ning of the drama to the end one may detect 
the hand of the author of “The Moonstone,” 
while in the eccentric treatment of the two 
prominent cbharacters—Obenreizer and Joey 
Ladle—the touch of Dickens is unmistakable. 
The piece was the work of novelists, and it 
was natural that the acts should unfold\ the m- 
selves like the chapters of a story—indicating 
rather than directly expressing action and suf- 
fering picturesqueness to predominaté over 
passion. While it is far, therefore, from being 
a great work in a dramatic sense, it engages 
attention by, the other qualities just men- 
tioned; and the central réle—that of Mr. Oben- 
reizer—affords an actor an opportunity, not 
for emotional outbursts, but for the portrayal 
of quiet intensity, vividly contrasted shades 
of feeling, and for that florid paint- 
ing of detail by which a atrik- 
ing and yet not overwhelming effect 1s ob- 
tained. **No Thoroughfare is what ought to 
be called a melodrama with a difference—the 


difference being that it is one of character and 
not of incident. 

As has been already admitted there are many 
things to admire in Mr. Florence’s impersona- 
tion of Obenreizer, and yet one may try to 
show wherein he fell short of some of the pos- 
sibilities of the part. Let it be confessed, 
however, in the first place, that much of the 
pleasure of the performance came from the 
discovery that Mr. Florence had sufficient 
flexibility and Versatility to depart from the 
stereotyped forms of hybrid comedy with 
which his name of late years has been asso- 
ciated, , 

The character of Obenreizer may be resolved 
from an artistic point of view into two ele- 
ments—its picturesqueness and its suppressed 
passion. On the one hand it has no attribute 
of grandeur (save, perbaps, in the denoue- 
ment); on the other, it demands no open and 
direct out rather a subtle and insinuating ap- 
peal to the sensibilities. How far Mr. For- 
ence complied with its requirements in the two 
directions indicated mav be briefly examined. 

First, asto exterior picturesqueness, he did 
all that was necessary to make the character 
striking to the eye and entirely consistent in 
the way of a foreign atmosphere. But tne re- 
flection suggests itself, did he not slightly 
vulgarize the part in his style of costume? 
The dress wus not only exceedingly peculiar, 
but it was bizarre. The word humbug’ was 
written plainly all over the man’s clothes. 
Now as Obenreizer is a sort of Swiss lago in 
modern broadcloth, it is necessary to make 
him in appearance as prepossessing as every 
lago must be who proposes to succeed; for 
lago, under whatever name that immortal 
type is payed, must be a thoroughly honest 
man to the persons an the stage and a schem- 
ing villain to those in the auditorium. The 
point that is here made against the present 
Obenreizer is that he was obviously a villain 
not only to the audience but to the personages 
of the play. It is a nice and delicate thing 
while expressing character in costume to 
guard against an excess whijcb would be cer- 
tain to invincibly prejudice victims against 
the villain. That Mr. Fiorence’s costume was 
slightly but not extravagantiy overdone was 
the opinion formed after an attentive consid- 
eration of the performance. 

To go into the interior of the character, so to 
speak, is to give Mr. Florence credit for con- 
ception and execution which were admirable 
as far as they went. Toone who saw the play 
for the firat time his work would: be satisfacto.- 
ry; to one who would take the trouble to see it 
more than once the character of Obenreizer 
would discover depths which the actor did not 
sound. The weakness of porirayal lay in his 
failure to bring out the palliating trait of the 
villato’s ‘ character—bis deep tenderness for 
Marguerite, amounting to a consuming and 
seif-sacrificing passion. Here it may be said 
in parenthesis that the young woman who 
played the heroine, although pretty enough, 
was such a chilly little maiden that one won- 
dered instinctively why it was worth while 
making such a fuss about ber. But Mr. Fior- 
ence was as cold to her as was she to him, and 
all bis excilamations of passion fell flat on 
the audience. He actualiy did not suoceed 
in convincing bis audience that be loved Mar- 
guerite, and yet that love is the pivotal point 
of all the drama. Aud so it was that when he 
died the pathos of his last words did not touch 
a single heart; ana the only effect of the clos- 
ing scene was that of melodramatic incident 
without a flash of tragic fire. In smoothness 
of manner, too, there could have been no im- 
provement in the acting; for Obenreizer has 
a perfect command of that specious gentility 
which is oilier than the very oil of politeness. 
In one word, the Swiss viliain impressed one 
as acleverly acted piece of fiction where it 
was possible fora finer art to make bim not 
only a probable but an actual human being. 

If Mr. Florence was wanting in the delinea- 
tion of the stronger aspects of the character, 
it is due to him to say that the ligbt and frivo- 
lous phases of the surface received full justice 
at his hands. The humor of contrast in the 
different situations and in the quick transi- 
tions of feeling he never missed. He failed to 
make one’s heart beat faster at moments when 
a greater actor would have thrilled the pulses; 
but wherever the lines appealed to a sense 
of humor he always brought the smile to the 
lups of the spectator. While be bad the versa- 
tility to escape from a certain rut of comedy, 
he did not show in the part of Odbeureiser the 
comedian’s highest gift—the gift of all great 
humorists as well as of all great comedians— 
that of sensibility. 

Criticism is not necessarily condemnation; it 
is discrimination. The endeavor bere is not to 
show that the part of Obenreizer was badiy 
acted, but to venture the belief that in certain 
important directions it might be infinitly bet- 
ter acted. Very often in observing a play, 
particularly for the first time, one is apt to 
mistake the part itself for the portrayal. When 
such a premature opinion is formed—as must 
sometimes happen—it is well to supplement i 
with such, qualifying vieWPas may resul 
from after study and refiection.

MUSIC. 


HANDEL'S “MESSIAH,” AS RELATED TO 
MODERN WORKS AND TO THE IDEAL. 

Oue of the heaithiest signs discernible in the 
present condition of music, the world over, is 
the honest liking there is for tne music of 
Hiindel and Bach. The century and a bait 
just ending bas brought to music many and 
great names. The art of expressing soul by 
means of sounding forms has been wonderfully 
extended in every direction, but more espe 
cially, perhaps, in the direction of the deep, the 
tender, the bizarre, the grandiose, und the 
morbid. It was not possibie that the human 
soul should bave labored for a half century 
under the despondency and artistic mieery of 
which Byron and Chopin were exponents, and 
a haif century subsequent of vague yearnings 
after the unattainable, miserable doubts as to 
the very essence of right and joy, Sad- 
ducean misgivings as to whether there 
were such entities as immortality and 
the ideal, without its finding expression in 
music quite as evidently as in philosophy, 
poetry, and sensuous art. The epoch of the 
romantic in music bas been humorously identi- 
fied with the discovery of the chromatic scale 
and ‘diminished seventh” sequences. Com- 
posers have wrestied with each other and with 
the attendant demons of the cave of orchestral 
winds and thunder in a direful competition 
for the very last straw of the miserable and 
the horrible. These were the giants. Smaller 
aspirants, painfully straddling after in their 
footsteps, have been able to do no more than 
to yearn for a degree of misery too large for 
their souls to take in. The result bas been a 
toud-stool literature of musical works like 
nothing else so much as an incomplete and in- 
couclusive seasickness. Not to enjoy these 
things, when they happen to be the mood of 
the day, is off the same piece as any 


other form of being out of the 
world. One has to like them for the 
malaria has not spared the hearers 


any more than it bas the composers. From 
Mendelssohn, the first of these sweetly-sad 
young men, ali the way down by Rerlioz, 
Liszt, Wagner, and their followers, there has 
been very little new music brought forward 
in which the moments of misery have not out- 
numbered those of contentment, Peace and 
joy, the natural tones of music, have come to 
be counted among the lost chorals. 

It is a curious chapter in the history of soul 
that the age so often celebrated by shallow 
writers as atime of merely material activity 
and of spirituai doubt should be characterized 
above all others by a well-nigh frenzied striv- 
ing after the ideal in every possible direction. 
Even though too many of tme wayfarers along 
this highway of progress have seemed to have 
their faces and their footsteps turned toward 


fait that the light and all beau- 
tiful belonging to it had deen 

revealed by the old masters, so thai 
henceforth nothing remained to be found out 
but the contents of the back coal- 


cellars, and dridewells of tae tone-kingdom: 
It is quite true that ali this striving, us already 
mentioned, has resulted in extending the 
means of artistic expression. A smart com- 
poser of the present can crowd more real muis- 
ery into an bour than a classical. tomposer 
could put into a whole opera or oratorio. Yet 
so radical has been the revolution in our habit 
of musical appreciation that the new work, for 
all its misery, has been listened to with tolera- 
tion if not with a certain morbid kind of love; 
whereas the old work, although never farther 
down the scale of emotional expression than 
sadness, is too often beard with weariness. 
The reason lies in the fact that much of the 
older work is merely a playing with musical 
forms; a clear ana pleasing style for the mere 
sake of a grace and cleverness which the new 
hearers have lost the of appre- 
ciatmg. The uew work, on the contrary, 
the advantage of appealing power- 

to the feel as such; 
whatever, if anything, the bearer might- con- 
clude in respect to its beauty, he could remain 
in no doubt as to its being the direct expres- 
sion of soul, thougu maybap in an unbecoming 
mood of misery. It is premature. most likely, 
to cry out that this business has gone as tar as 
nu can. Critics have been sam this ever 
since Bach wrote the “Thunder and Light- 
ning” chorus in the St. Matthew Passion. Yet 
the world has gone on. Nevertheless there are 
signs all along the sky that a change is coming 
over the spirit of human thought. Misery has 
been thoroughly tested by three generations 
and is found to be hollow. In spite of Maithus 
the world fills up with people who not only 
live, eat, and multiply in blissful ignorance of 
their lack of room, but who also man- 


age to think and to enter into the 
fruits of human history in all its 
bigber achievements to a degree known to 


Malthus only of the exceptional few. Evolution 
goes on and is now beginning to be seen in its 
benevolent and idealistic aspect. The power, 
not ourselves, is maki for righteousness ’”’ 
in music the same as everywhere else. This it 


kind is finding out that these, with ail their 
learning, are also expressions of soul. The clas- 
sical states Of mind may have been far less 
„complicated than those of the modern ro- 
mantic, but they are states of mind, all the 
same, and not, nor mainly, mere technical cley- 
erness in musica! material. 

Best of all the old works for this kind of re- 
vival is The Messiah” of Häudel— that colos- 
sal and inspired improvisation for the Christ- 
mas time. It would be difficult to say whether 
this great work bas not done more towards 


done for n, by insisting upon its place in the 
Christian year. Nor would it be possi- 
ble tor changing fashions of creed to 
seriously affect ** The Messiah.” The libretto, 
fortunately, is artistic in the best sense. It 
keeps strictly to the mystic utterances of 
Scripture.

CHICAGO AS COMPARED WITH NEW YORK. 


Prof. Adler talked about the West in bis last

to refer to the West as a money-getting peo- 
ple, and they seem to forget that the East was 
busy making the fortunes fifty years ago that 
are now given out in bequests endow- 
ments. I would like to prophesy about the 
money the West is now Sccumulating and to 
what noble uses it will be put in less than fifty 
years. I cannot buckie on my armor and de- 
fend San Franciseo, thougb, for the East 
points out there and calls off a list of 
bonanza kings who bave made their fortupes 
and departed for other climes without leaving 
any public testimonial of gratitude to a soil 
that. bas filled their coffers. The little Lotta, 
whose feet were taught to twinkle to such 
profit out there, has given a fountain, but it 
does not seem to have been an example 
has bad prompt following. 

Prof. Adier spoke of the difference in the 
intelectual freedom of the Western States and 
their cities from the East, as shown in the 
ardent desire to put into instant practice the 
new theories which have originated here.

SURGICAL OPERATION ON A CHILD-~BRBAK- 
ING THE JAW-BONE — STICKING PINS 
THROUGH THE LIP—STITCHED TOGETHER. 
New York Tribune: The Post Graduate 

Medical School, No. 226 Bast Twentieth street, 

has a feature lately established in connection 

with the hospital that has long been needed, 
but never before made a part of any hospital 
in the city. A ward in a bright and sunny 
room on the top floor tas been set aside for 
children’s diseases, with the intendon of mak- 
ing a specialty of treatmg cbildren under 1 
year old. The managers of the hospital have 
had this object in view for a long time; and 
have been waiting until a certain amount of 
money was raised, when they intended not 
only to open a children's ward, but also to 
transform the roof of the building into a sanr 
tirium where the small patients could play or 
be carried in the fresh air and sunshine. 80 
many children needing special care and skilled 
attentuon were brought to the hospital every 
day that the managers decided not to wait auy 
longer for money; 80 they opened the ward, 
and will go om with the sanitarium as quickly 

as possible. , 

One of the patients brought to hospital 
last week was a little giri about 6 weeks old. 
She had no special disease, but was suffering 
from the deformity known as hareiip. It was 
an uncommon case. Not only was the upper 
lip split wide open te the nose, but there was 
also an absence of the — 41 for 
about halt an inch. The jaw-bone also pressed 
forward to sueh an extent that the lips could 
not be closed.

They had three children. The first child had a

Saturday a week ago Dr. S. D. Powell deter- 
mined, as the child was iti a fair physica: con- 
dition, to operate upon her at once. The baby 
was placed on the table in the operating-room, 
where several physicians in the hospital were 
present, besides the nurses. They examined 
the deformity before the surgeon begun his 
work. Then Dr. Powell directed his assistants 
to hold the child's head and extremities firmly. 
The little thing was too young to run the risk 
of giving ber an anesthetic. While an Assist- 
ant held the child’s head so that she could not 
move it in her struggies the surgeon took a pair 
of bone forceps and broke the upper jaw-bone 
so that it could be bent into such a shape that 
the upper lip could close over it and could 
also make an easy and — ag — to 
the jaw.

ENJOINING THE LIQUOR-SELLERS. 


PROHIBITIONISTS TRYING TO BNFORCE THE 
LAW IN KANSAS AND IOWA. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kus., Dec. 26,—(Special.j— 
Judge Crozier of the District Court today gave 
bis decision in the liquor sult, granting a 
temporary injunction restraining Hannon & 
Baum. wholesale liquor dealers, against whom 
Attorney-General Bradford began proceedings 


ten days ago under the nuiganee and injunc 
tion section of the Prohibitory law. This, the 
latest of a series of attempts to enforce the 
Prohibitory law heré, has caused much local 
excitement and attracted the attention of the 
entire State. Leavenworth is one of the few 
localities that have held out against the en- 
forcement of the Prohibitory law. There 
are more money and more political and 
social power in the..traffie dere then in any 
other Kansas city, and Leavenworth has now 
become the chief point of attack of tho Kansas 
State Temperance Union. The injunction is 
temporary, and the case Will come to trial in 
two weeks, but it is the first victory that the 
Probibitiouiste have won, and as the decision 
comes from a Judge whose decisions have 
heretofore bean against the Prohibition law 
they are very much elated and boast that the 
saloons here must 0. Not jong 
ago Judge Crozier refused to grant an 
injunction against MoCristal & Black, saloon- 
keepers. The saloonkeepers were very earn- 
est supporters of the Democratic ticket in the 
late e.ection, which angered many Republicans 
whe have been with them heretofore, but who 
are now tavoring the entorcement of the law.

CREMATION IN ENGLAND, 


HOW LADY DILKE’S BODY WAS INOINER- 
ATED—SIR VERNON HAROCOURT’S OPPOSI- 
TION. 

New York Tribune; Among the clergy one 
of the most enthusiastic advocates of crema- 
tion is the Rev. H. R. Haweis of London, who 
has just sailed for home from this city. When 
the question was firet agitated, or rather re- 
vived, about ten years ago, Mr. Haweis wrote 
a novel entitled “ Ashes to Ashes: A Prelude 
to Cremation,“ in which the arguments in be- 
half of the reform are presented by the hero 
of the story, a brilliant young French doctor. 
Mr. Haweis recently received a Tribune re- 
porter, at the house of Courtlandt Palmer, aad 
iu response to an inquiry as to how the move- 
ment is going forward In Engiand, said: 

„» Cremation has had a peculiar history with 
us. About a dozen years ago Sir William 
Thompson wrote an article in favor of the 
measure, which was published in the Contem- 
porary Review. It excited a great deal of dis- 
oussion among all classes and bitter opposition 
particularly from the clergy. shortiy after. 
ward the Cremation Society of London was 
formed. Its membership included Sir William 
Thompson, who was made Presideat, Sir Spen- 
cer Wells, myseif, and various other repre- 


sentutives of literature, science; and art. For 
tue purpose of ascertaining whether there was 
any legal obstacle in the way ot the practional 
adoption of cremation, the sovicty opened a 
correspondence on the subject with the Home 
Secretary, Sir Vernon Harcourt. We were in- 
formed by bim that any attempt to put into 


practice this mode of burial would be immedi- 


ately stopped by the Government, and also that 
he would opposegany bill introduced to legalize 
cremation. But the reform was received with 
favor by the public and was progressing favor- 
ably until the burning’ ‘of the body of Sir 
Charles Duke's first wife at Berlin. Lady 
Duke had expressed a desire to be cremated, 
and, accordingly, after death ber body 
was taken to many for that purpose. It 
was distinctly understood that the incineration 
should be strictly private, but notwithstanding 
this a few eeientists were admitted to the 
building. The retort doors were opened dur- 
ing the process for their inspection, and they 
took notes of the burning. This fact leaked 
out, and the Times, Whtoh was then inimical 
to Sir Charles Duke, published a paragraph in 
reference to hig wife’s cremation, which cre- 
ated a storm of public feelmg against Sir 
Charles and the burial aystem. itself. 
Pamphiets of a vulgar character, condemning 
the scheme, were hawked about the streets and 
widely circuiated. My book had been pub- 
lished shortly before this; and already bad run 
through three editions, but after this unfort- 
unate occurrence its sale was completely 
stopped. In short, the entire movement had 
received a paralytic stroke in England. For 
the next six or seven years all efforts to arouse 
public interest in the matter were futile, and 
to all appearances the project was doomed to 
ve an utter failure. The society continued 
to hold meetings trom time to time, until Sir 
William Siemens built for us the present 
crematory at Woking Cemetery, which is about 
thirty miles from London, and in it we experi- 
mented with the earcasses of sheep and other 
animals.“ , 
“With the Siemens incinerating apparatus 
are you able to reduce the entire framework of 
the body to fine white ashes?’’ inquired the re- 


porter. 

„O, no. Pieces of the denser bones, such as 
the femur and humerus, generally remain and 
have to be crushed to powder. But this can be 
done easily. It was not until last year that our 
movement received a fresh impetus in a rather 
curious way. A singular being in Wales, who 
called himself a Druid, undertook to cremate 
his child with petroleum in an open field. The 
neighbors interposed and haa him arrested. 
He was taken before a magistrate, but the 
court held that the act was not illegal, and he 
was discharged, All legal objections against 
cremation being thus removed, the society re- 
sumed operations, and the first human body, 
that of Mrs. Peekersgill, was burned last year 
at Woking. The question of disposing of the 
dead is of much greater importance with us 
than with you, owing, of course, to the thickly- 
settled condi of the Old World. still I 
think cremation is rapidly becoming a necessity 
in all of your large ci-ies.” 

„Do you agree with the Italian cremationists 
and others who say that graveyards throw off 
a dangerous amount of mephitic vapors?’’ 

*I did hold that doctrine some years ago, 
but personal investigations have caused me to 
change my belief somewhat. I think the earth 
not only deodorizes the gases arising from the 
decaying bodies, but also renders them innocu- 
ous. In excavations which were recently 
made dt Hern Bay, the bodies that had been 
buried from five to twenty years were found 
to be entirely inodorous. The greatest danger 
from graveyards is the poliution of the water- 
courses in their viciaity, and in v where 
the burying-ground is often situated in the 
centre. of the town, the historic village pump 
becomes a fruitful source of disease. I con- 
sider vault burial the most Gaugerous of all 
the methods in use, for no attempt is then 
made to disinfect the dangerous gases. Yes, 
cremation is gaining strength, not only in Ea- 
giand but all over Europe. Aa elaborate new 
crematory is uncer way in Paris, and others 
are erected in the great continental
